(Section  55,  “Health  Act.”) 


Rkgulations  goveuning  the  Supply  and  Sale 
OF  Ice  fou  Domestic  Purposes. 

1.  No  ice  shall  be  cut  from  any  lake,  river,  stream, 
pond,  or  other  water  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold, 
or  msed  for  domestic  purpo.ses  unless  a permit  there- 
for has  been  first  obtained  from  the  I^ocal  Board, 
and  MO  person  shall  sell  or  deliver  or  dis'pose  of 
in  any  way  any  ice  for  domestic  purposes  without 
first  obtaining  a permit  therefor  from  the  Local 
Board,  and  the  l.ocal  Board  may  refuse  a permit, 
or  revoke  any  granted  by  it,  when,  in  their  judg- 
ment, the  use  of  any  ice  cut  or  sold  or  to  be  cut 
or  .sold  for  domestic  purposes  under  the  same  is  or 
would  l>o  detrimental  to  the  public  health. 

2.  Every  Local  Board  may  prohibit  the  sale  and 
use  of  any  ice  within  the  limits  of  the  mainicipality, 
when,  in  its  judgment,  the  same  is  unfit  for  use, 
or  the  use  of  it  would)  be  detrimental  to  the  public 
health. 


3.  The  Local  Board  may  prohibit,  and,  through 
its  officers,  prevent  the  bringing  of  any  such  ice  for 
the  purpose  of  sale  or  use  for  domestic  purposes, 
into  the  limits  of  the  municipality,  and  maj^  in  the 
same  manner  prevent  the  sale  of  any  ice  for 
domestic  purposes  within  the  limits  of  the  munici- 
pality, when,  in  its  judgment,  the  ice  is  unfit  for 
use,  or  the  use  of  it  would  be  detrimental  to  the 
public  health. 

4.  No  ice  shall  be  manufactured  for  sale  or  for 
domestic  purposes  from  water  from  a source  not 
approved  by  the  Local  Board  of  Health. 

5.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  these 
regulations  shall  be  liable,  upon  summary  convic- 
tion before  any  twm  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  every 
such  offence  to  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  with  or  without  costs.

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867.” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slidie,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a righ  t of 
Ferry;  tbe  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joiut-sitock  Company;  or 
obhemvisc  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  bo  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendiinent  of  a like  naiure  to  any  former  Act. — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and. 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  Dis'trict 
alTected'.  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
tliereiu,  then  in  a new.spapor  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  ease  for 
a period  of  at  lea.sit  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  Hou.se  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 


to  the  House  afier  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  bianding  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
afier  the  first  four  weidcs  of  each  Si'ssioii.  and  no 
■Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modificabion  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  silting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
C'o'inmittee  charged  with  cons id'e ration  of  Private 
Pills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  .\nd 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  susiiended  or  modified  as  afore- 
.sald  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbf'fore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
tinne  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  reiiuired  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  iierson 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days-before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  loith  copies  of  the  notices 
piihlislicd.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applb'ant  shall  also  [lay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a cojiy 
of  the  Bill.  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  befoi-e  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Sesstion. 
the  amouii't  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  no't  pass  second 
reading  one-haif  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  heigh.t  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
ami  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  AM  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  ‘this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
Iiroposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  'the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
exipen.se  before  any  Oommittee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

82.  AM  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Sima  11  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
'I'here  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
.if  each  pa,ge  ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
coi>ies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  Immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  Ms  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adojited.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtainetl  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

AM  Bills  to  incoriiorate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  13111*811011  be  inserted 
lu’irwf'cn  brac'kets. 

Any  exceptional  provusiions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  fhe  same. 
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In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Oompanies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  ol  $300  inen'tioned  in  Knle 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  lime.  Further  particulars 
can  be  liad  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  slate  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  siigned  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authorilty  of  such  agent,  etc.

HIS  Royal  Highness  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  is  .pleased  to  order  and  it  is  hereby 
ordered  as  follows  : — 

■Clauses  Nos.  14,  20,  41,  and  42  of  the  regulations 
governing  the  granting  of  yearlj'  liceuce.si  and  per- 
mits to  cut  timber  on  Dominion  lands  in  Manitoba,, 
Sa.skatchewau^  Alberta,  the  'North- IVest  Territories, 
and  certain  portions  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  established  by  Ordier  in  Council  of  the 
1st  .July.  ISOS,  and  subsequent  orders,  are  hereby 
rescinded  and  the  following  clauses^  Nos.  20,  41, 
and  42  subsitituted  for  the  three  latter  claus'esi. 
Nos.  20,  41,  and  42. 

20.  Tlie  licensee  shall  pay  the  following  dues  on 
timber  cut  upon  his  licensed  berth  : — 

Sawn  lumber,  .50  cents  per  thousand  feet,  board- 
measure. 

Lath,  15  cents  per  thousand. 
iShingles,  15  cents  per  thousand. 

Piling  and  cribbing,  cent  per  lineal  foot. 
Railway-ties  '8  feet  long.,  1]4  cents. 
Railway-ties,  each  lineal  foot  over  S feet  long, 
Vt  cent. 

iShingle-bolts,  cut  within  the  Railway  Belt  of 
Britisih  Columbia,  25  cents  per  cord. 
Cordwood,  15  cents  per  cord. 

.And  five  per  cent,  royal t.v  dnies  on  other  pro- 
ducts of  manufacture  not  enumerated  ; pro- 
vided.. however,  the  licensee  will  not  be 
required  to  pay  dues  on  slabs  or  on  sawdust. 
(h.)  ..Saw-logs  cut  on  timber  berths  in  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan.  Alberta,  the  North-lVest  Territories, 
and  the  Peace  River  tract,  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  controlled  by  the  Dominion 
Government  shall  be  paid  for  on  the  product  of 
manufacture  thereof,  and  those  cut  within  the  Rail- 
wa.y  Belt  of  British  Columbia  on  the  feet  boardt- 
measure  according  to  British  Columbia  log  scale. 

41.  In  the  Provinces  of  iManitoba,  .Saskatchewan, 
and  Alberta,  and  in  the  Peace  Itiver  tract.,  in  the 
Province  of  British  'Columbia  controlled  by  the 
Dominion  Government,  the  Alinister  of  the  Interior 
may  grant — ■ 

1.  Permits  to  owners  of  portable  sawmills  to  cut 
lumber,  shingle.^,  and  lath  over  a definitely  described 
tract  of  land  not  exceeding  one  square  mile  in 
extent,  on  paynnent  of  Crown  duesi  at  rates  fixedi  b.v 
section  20  of  these  regulations,  provided  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  berth  are  sold  to  settlers  residing 
within  a radius  of  fifty  'miles  of  the  berth;  subject 
also  to  the  payment  of  rental  at  the  rate  of  $100 
Iter  square  mile  per  annum.  Permits  of  this  class 
shall  be  good  for  one  year  from  date  of  issue. 
A second  permit  covering  the  same  territory  may 
be  issued  to  the  grantee  subject  to  the  payment  of 
rental  and  dues,  but  he  shall  have  no  further  or 
oth.er  right  of  renewal.  The  permittee  must  have  a 
mill  in  actual  operation  satisfactory  to  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  within  three  months  of  the  d.ate  of 
the  permit,  otherwise  the  permit  shall  be  subject  to 
cancellation.  In  the  event  of  the  pernnitlee  not 
operating  to  a reasonable  extent  upon  the  lands 
covered  by  the  permit  during  the  continuance 
thereof,  of  which,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall 
be  the  sole  and  final  judge,  the  permit  shall  become 
null  and  void.  An  application  for  a portable  saw- 


mill permit  can  only  be  granted  on  receipt  of  a 
report  from  the  local  timber  inspector  to  the  effect 
that  the  granting  of  the  berth  i.s  a necessity  in 
order  to  'provide  lumber  for  the  settlers  in  the 
district. 

(ff.)  Holders  of  portable  sawmill  berths  acquired 
umler  this  sect'ion.  covering  land  lying  north  of  the 
North  Saskatchewan  River,  may  sell  the  products 
of  their  berlhg  to  actual  settlers  residing  more  than 
fifty  miles  from  the  berth,  and  also  to  other  than 
actual  .settlers  within  or  beyond  the  fifty-mile 
radius  on  payment  of  dues  at  the  rate  'of  $1.50  per 
thousand  feet  board  measure. 

(&. ) The  dues  on  lath  and'  shingles  the  product 
of  such  berths  located  north  or  south  of  the  North 
.Saskatchewan  River,  whether  disposed  of  to  settlerg 
or  other  than  settlers  within,  or  bes’ond  the  fifty- 
mile  radiu.s,  .shall  be  at  the  rate  set  out  in  section 
20  of  these  regulations,  viz. : Fifteen  cents  per 
thousand. 

(c.)  Permittees  will  be  required  in  districts  where 
there  is  a market  fO'r  cordwood.  to  cut  the  tops  of 
trees  taken  into  cordwood,  on  which  dues  at  the 
rate  of  25  cents  per  cord  Avill  be  charged.  The 
brush  and'  tops  of  trees,  when  not  manufactured  into 
wood,,  must  be  disposed  of  in  such  a manner  a.s  ■to 
prevent  the  spread  of  fire  as  much  as  possible. 

(d.)  An  applicant  shall  not  be  granted  more  than 
one  berth  at  a time,  and  .such  berth  shall  not  be 
transferable. 

(c. ) The  applicant  shall  he  required  to  pay  at 
th,e  date  of  i.ssue  of  permit  20  per  cent,  in  advance 
of  the  dues  charged  on  the  timber  covered  bj'  the 
permit. 

(/. ) If  the  laud  upon  which  the  permit  is  applied 
for  is  surveyed  the  boundaries  must  be  the  boun- 
daries of  ad, .joining  quarter-sections  or  legal  sub- 
divisions. If  the  laud:  is  not  .surveyed  it  will  not 
he  nece.ssaiy  to  have  a survey  made  hy  a Dominion 
Lands  Surveyor,  provided  the  boundaries  are  defined 
on  the  ground  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local  Timber 
InspectO'C. 

(r/. ) Persons  who  are  owners  of  licensed  timber 
berthg  are  not  eligible  to  obtain  portable  sawmill 
permits,  and  the  applicant  must  submit  a statutorj’’ 
declaration  to  the  Grown  Timber  Agent  for  the  dis- 
trict according  to  the  following  form : —

1st.  That  I am  the  owner  of  a portable  sawmill 
having  a capacity  of

factured into  lumber,  shingles,  or  lath,  and  if  the 
lierth  is  south  of  the  North  Saskatchewan  River 
will  sell  all  the  ])rodiucts  fo  actual  settlers  residing 
within  a radiius  of  fift.y  miles  of  the  berth,  for  use 
ou  their  farm  lands. 

3rd.  That  I will  render  to  the  Crown  Timber 
Agent  having  jurisdiction,  in  the  matter  sworn 
returns  monthly,  or  at  such  periods  as  the  ^Minister 
of  the  Interior  may  direct,  accounting  for  the 
number  of  pieces  of  round  timber  cut  upon  the 
berth  and  manufactured  into  lumber,  shingles,  or 
lath  and  the  quantity  sold  and  on  hand,  and,  ']iay 
dues  thereon  at  the  prescribed  rate  on  the  quantity 
.sold. 

4lh.  That  no  limber  will  be  taken  from  trees  of 
a diameter  of  less  than  10  inches  at  the  stumip. 

.5th.  That  I am  not  the  holder  of  any  other 
permit  berth  or  licensed  timber  berth. 

(2.)  Permits  may  be  granted  to  cut  timber  as 
cord, wood,  fence  posts,  telegraph-poles,  or  for  mining 
purposes,  over  tracts  of  land  in  each  case  not  exceed- 
ing one-quarter  of  a sxiuare  mile,  upon  payment  in 
advance  of  n rental  of  twenty-five  dollar.s  ($25)  and 
of  the  due.s  hereafter  specified  in  section  42  of  these 
regtilations  for  the  classes  of  timber  so  cut,  pro- 
vided that — 

'(a.)  '.V  person  shall  not  be  granted  more  than  one 
permit  at  a time. 

(h.)  \ permit  shall  not  be  transferable. 

(c.)  A permit  shall  not  be  for  a longer  period 
than  one  year. 

(d.)  A permit  shall  be  renewable  for  only  one 
year  thereafter  for  which  renewal  there  shall  be 
pa.vable  the  rental  and  dues  hereby  fixed  as  payable 
in  advance  of  the  issue  of  the  permit. 
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42.  Pormits  fo  cut  timber  on  available  Dominion 
lambs  subject  to  the  payment  of  clnes  hereafter 
specified  may  be  gi'anted  to  actual  settlei's  for  their 
own  use. 

'Settlers  ami  persons  livins'  in  cities,  towns,  and 
villages  may  obtain  permits  to  cut  up  to  2.o  cords 
of  wood  for  wale  on  ])ayment  of  dmes,  but  no  x)erson 
can  obtain  more  than  one  permit  in  each  permit 
year.

'Section  47  of  the  said  regulations  is  hereby 
amended  by  rescinding  the  clause  providing  for 
the  cutting  of  20'0,00i0  feet,  B.Af.,  of  timber  by 
portable  sawmill  owncirs  in  the  Peace  River  Dis- 
trict without  restrictions  a.s  regards  the  disposal 
of  such  timber,  as  authorized  by  the  Order  in 
f'cnncil  of  the  i'.»th  October,  1000,  and  the  follow- 
ing snibsections  are  hereby  added  to  this  section 

Any  holder  of  an  entry  for  a hO'inestead  or  a 
purchased  homestead  who,  previous  to  the  issue  of 
letters  patent,  sells  any  of  the  timber  on  either 
his  homestead,  purchased  homestead  or  pre-emption, 
to  owners  of  sawmills  or  to  any  others  than  settlers

If  the  holder  of  an  entry  as  above  described 
desires  to  cut  timber  on  the  land(  held  by  him  for 
sale  to  either  actual  settlors  for  their  own  use  or 
to  other  th.an  actual  settlers,  he  whall  be  required 
to  secure  a permit  from  the  Grown  Timber  Agent 
in  whose  district  the  land  is  situated  and  shall  pay
